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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Invention I in the reply filed on 6/29/05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a search of the claims has been 
performed during a previous Office Action. This is not found persuasive because the 
search for the previous Office Action was based on claims before they were amended. 
The amended claims require a new field of search. Furthermore, the restriction 
requirement can be practiced anywhere along prosecution if the inventions are 
patentably distinct. As discussed earlier in the previous Office Action, the Inventions 
are distinct because Inventions I, II, III, and IV are related as subcombinations discloses 
as usable together in a single combination. 

Invention I (claims 60-61) is drawn to a housing mounted on a game table; 

Invention II (claims 62-64) is drawn to an automatically adjusting grippers for 
cards of various sizes; 

Invention III (claims 65-66) is drawn to a card shuffler verification processor; 

Invention IV (claims 67-69) is drawn to a remote control device. 
The subcombinations are distinct from each other because the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all four of 
the groups, while being related to card shufflers, are related to specific aspects of card 
shufflers and each subcombination has separate utility as listed above. The inventions 
are patentably distinct, and the additional different fields of search would provide a 
severe burden onto the Examiner. 
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Applicant has elected Invention I with traverse. Therefore, claims 62-69 are 
withdrawn. Applicant has added, claims 70-77. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

I. Claims 61, 70-72 drawn to a movable cover for a housing mounted on top 
of a table with an automatically adjusting grippers for cards of various 
sizes, classified in class 273, subclass 149r. 

II. Claims 73-75, drawn to a remote control device, classified in class 273, 
subclass 149r. 

The species are independent or distinct because both groups, while being related 
to card shufflers, are related to specific aspects of card shufflers and each 
subcombination has separate utility as listed above 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 60 appears to be generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
